1 . FURTHER TO REFTEL, MISSION HAS LEARNED FROM AGENCY 
THAT GOM HAS PROPOSED FOLLOWING ALTERNATIVE LANGUAGE 
FOR THE UNDERTAKING IN ARTICLE VII OF PROPOSED PROJECT/SUPPLY 
AGREEMENT DISCUSSED REFTEL: "MEXICO UNDERTAKES THAT 

THE SUPPLIED REACTOR ANY ANY NUCLEAR MATERIAL CONTAINED, 

USED, PRODUCED OR PROCESSED IN OR BY THE USE OF THE 
REACTOR SHALL NOT BE USED DIRECTLY OR INDIRECTLY CON- 
TRARY TO THE AIMS AND OBJECTIVES OF THE TREATY FOR 
THE PROBHIBITION OF NUCLEAR WEAPONS IN LATIN AMERICA". 

GOM HAS STRESSED THAT THERE IS NO SUBSTANTIVE DIFFERENCE 
BETWEEN THE AGENCY AND THE MEXICAN GOVERNMENT ON THIS 
SUBJECT BUT ONLY A NEED TO FIND A MUTUALLY ACCEPTABLE 
FORMULATION. GOM ALSO NOTES THAT THE TREATY OF 
TLATELOLCO ESTABLISHES CONTROL SYSTEMS 
MUCH MORE STRICT THAN THOSE OF THE NPT AND THE 
AGENCY'S SAFEGUARDS SYSTEM. 
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2. AGENCY IS RESPONDING THAT THIS PROJECT/SUPPLY 
AGREEMENT SHOULD BE A SELF-CONTAINED LEGAL INSTRUMENT 
AND NOT RPT NOT REFER TO OBJECTIVES OF A TREAT TO 
WHICH AGENCY IS NOT RPT NOT PARTY. FURTHERMORE, 

TERMINOLOGY SHOULD CONFORM TO STANDARD CLAUSE, 

AS CONTAINED IN NU BER OF RECENT SAFEGUARDS AGREEMENTS 
APPROVED BY BOARD OF GOVERNORS (IAEA/BRAZIL/GRG, 
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IAEA/FRAN CE/ROK, IAEA/FRANCE/PAKISTAN, IAEA/FRANCE/SOUTH 
AFRICA, AND IAEA/CANADA/SPAIN). IN ORDER TO TAKE 
ACCOUNT OF CONSISTENT PRACTICE OF BOARD, WHICH IS IN 
CONFORMITY WITH PRINCIPLES AND OBJECTIVES OF 
TLATELOLCO TREATY, AGENCY PROPOSED FOLLOWING TEXT: 
QUOTE MEXICO UNDERTAKES THAT THE SUPPLIED REACTOR, 

THE SUPPLIED NUCLEAR MATERIAL AND ANY NUCLEAR MATERIAL 
CONTAINED USED, PROCESSED OR PRODUCED IN OR BY THE 
USE OF THE REACTOR OR THE SUPPLIED NUCLEAR MATERIAL, 
INCLUDING SUBSEQUENT GENERATIONS OF SPECIAL FISSIONABLE 
MATERIAL, SHALL NOT BE USED FOR THE MANUFACTURE OF ANY 
NUCLEAR WEAPON OR TO FURTHER ANY OTHER MILITARY PURPOSE 
OR THE MANUFACTURE OF ANY OTHER NUCLEAR EXPLOSIVE 
DEVICE. UNQUOTE.
